Threatened Disruption of the Republi-

At no time singe its orgsanlzation has the
Republican party of the Btate been o mear
disruption asit s now. Leading Intelligent
“Republicans, and the most prominent oficial,
view with both slarm and disgust the evl-
dences ot dishonesty and demoralization which
exlst on every hand, because they see no
means of rellef. The brazen effrontery of
power has penetrated all of the departments,
and the mere welght cof combined Iimpu-
dence |s madeto carry or conceal measures.
the oniy object of which ie the d'striba-
tion of public money among the or-
ganized rings. Ceriain men, using the In-
fluence obtained over Individuals during
the last two years, have established a partner-
shlp of crime, and there is not a member of
the firm who dares withdraw or opposethe
leader, becanse of the threats of exposure.
This 1s the secret of their success In blotling
out the footprints of the land commission and
in concealing the whereabouts ef seventy
thousand out of one hundred and thirty-five
thousand dollars, appropriated to pay the ex-
pgnses of the Legislature. They control white-
washlng committees, hide the testimony of
_ facts and figures, and when pecessary to effect
thelr purpose, cover official reperts with the
garb of palpable falsehood, There Is mo help
for it. The Governor is powerless, and hie
veto can be overriden by either House, while
public oplnlen, even from a Republican stand-:
polnt, has no more influence upon the situa-
tion than a breath of air wpon an Egyptian
pyramid. These men stand Lhere alone, un-'
controllable and unmovable by anything bat—:
cash.

H. Eimpton, the financial agent, has likewise
telegrapbed that no mose dralts must be drawn
on him for the present, his resources being
exhausted; go that, however much the Leglsia-
tyre may votespirits from the. fiacul deep, they
will not come.

MARTIAL LTAW.

This guestion, however, is still » bone of
contention In the House of Representatives.
On Friday and Batorday, an angry discusslun
took place, and It will be resumed on Wed-
nesday. Mr. Warren Wilkes, an Independent
meminer from Anderson, made one of the
most eloguent speeches on the subject that
has been delivered In the Legislature since
the war. He reviewed the situation critically,
afld in a spirit which commanded the ap-
proval of the extremest Republican on the
floor; gave to both races their due share of
pralse and blame, He alleged that one-bali of
the troubles of tiie country were due to igno-
nant, corrupt and unwise trial justices and
other officers of the law, who fuiled to perform
thelr duty with impartiality #nd promptness,
and expressed the beliet that when the best
men of both races were chosen to fill public
stations, prejudice would yield to a common
sense vlew of the situation, and permanent
peace be establiched. Martial law, he sald,
was not a remedy for, the exlsting difficulties,
while the statute books were fllled with laws
that only awaited execution, and the law must
be executed by men who have the confidence
of the people. The discusslon of this delicate
subject, and the threat of the militia power,
has doubtless been the cawee of the sudden de-
preciation of State bonds in New York, Itls
stated that they are down to fily—a reason,
probably, why Kimplon can borrow nomore
money. The prevailing impression among
well informed members of the Legislature, of
both partles, is thatthe blll will die a natural
death.

How Hubbard Came to be Shot—Ai Bluna
der in the Recent Message of the Gova
crnor—=The Martial Law Debate—Pro.

THE AFFAIRE HUBBARD,
No one was surprised yesterday to hear that
the detested Bubbard was ehot. The affair,
however, created some excltement, a crowd
of about two hundred pcople filling the street
where rhe affray took place. It seems thaly
tor some considerable time, no little bad blood
has exlsted between the cuief and a Dr. Geiger,
of this city, on accousnt of matters ol' a private
pature, Hubbard has threatened several
times to horsewhip the Doctor, amd yesterday,
as they were passing in the vicinity of Green-
fleld’s buildings, the latter cried out to him,
signifylng his readiness to recelve that cow-
hide then and there, Words followed

words, and they snpproached each other,
the Doctor having a pistol in his
hand ready for use. Hubbard sprang like
a cat upon his antagonist, and endeavored to
pinlon his arms. In the Etruzgle the pistol
was discharged, the ball passing thronzh Haob-
bard’s ride and makiog a sllght wound., Hub-
bard said : *Gentlemen, I am shot,” and then
again embraced the Doctor. The hugging
lasted some lime. A ring was formed, and
falr play shown.” There i¢ no telling when or
how it would have ended Lad not a Lhird party
slepped in and separated them. Both came
off worsted, much *'claret” being uncorked at
every round. It is said that Hubbard was
armed and could have shot the Doctor, but
magnanimously refrulned from doing so.

The following !s an extract from & letter
trom a lady in Parls, dated December 20, and
forwarded by balloon post. The writer says:

From what I hear from Eeople well informed,
thisls to last three weeks more. How and
wilh what people are to llve during these
three weeks ia dreadful to think of; for the
misery In the streets and the privatlons of
everybody are very hard to put up with al.
ready. Ezgsare1franc 25 centimes aplece;
butter was 30 frances, but Lhere 1§ no more;
and milk is at & wonderful price. I have taken
nelther butter, egga, nor milk for two montns
and a half,

We seldom get meat now, and then but three
ounces once 8 wesk. The bread is very brown,
nearly black; vegrtables it Is Impossible to get;
a chicken costs from 30 to 40 francs, At firstl
conld not bear the idea o! eating horse-meat,

some to make sonp with, which I8 the best
way to eat it. Fortunately I have a very good
maid, much atiached to me, who knows how
to dress It. I have provisions of rice, choco-
late, and jam; but really, I think I shall never
be able to look at jam or preserves of any gort
?ner this stege, for it has been my princlpal
ood.

You wonld pever know Paris. It looks
qulte s different place;eo sad, while all the
People geem 8o very miserable and umhappy.

pass many days without speaking to any one
but my maid. 1read a great deal; but no one
can Imagine the state of mind I am In some-
times, 83 I have had very dlsagreeable things
to put up with; but fortunately, Colonel Hoff-
man has been very kind to me In affording me
the protection of the legation. At first I
thought I should have been obliged to take in
some soldiers, and I had very great trouble
ahout it, untll the legation interfered. After
that T was smnmoued before the Judge de Paix
fer not paying my rent. Agaln the legation
interfered, and I am allowed a respite like the
French people. After that I was suspected ol
being a spy for the Prussians on account of my
pame. This was more serious, for some of my
letlers were opened. Again the legatlon came
to my asslstance, and It i5 through them I have
been able to obtaln some letlers from my
friends.

No one is allowed to leave Parls. I thank
God he has glven me health In this dreadful
time of misery and sickness. The amall-poX I4
dreadful lately, and many other diseases also.
It all seems like o dream;one can scarcely be-
lieve It to be true. I have now got accustomed
to the sound of the cannon, though eometlmes
at night it keeps me*awake. 1 finve had no
fear except during those emeutes al the Hotl
de Ville on the 29:h, 30th, and 31st ol October,
Now people seem quiet; but. stlll there is a fenr
ol Lthe poor class of prople going to the hou=es
for plﬁu;:e. If anything of that kind takes
place I shall run to the legatlon. I give yon
this-account of the state ol affairs, because I
know the interest you mnst ull feelin poor
Parls.

NATIONAL AFFAIRS.

CONGRESS AGAIN ON THE SOUTH-
ERN WAR FPATH,

A Netw Investigation into the Condl-
tion of the South.

, WASHINGTON, Jannary 22.

The committes appointed under Morton's
resolution to investizate the condition ol at-
fairs In the South, of which Sepator Scott, of
Pennsylvania, I8 chairman, propose to go to
work in afew days, They will lssue a num-
ber of sabpeenas to prominent men South who
are supposed to-be cognizant of alleged out-
rages recently committed there. Among
them will be Governor Holden, of North Caro-
lina; Governor Scott, of S8outh Carolina, and
Governor Davls, of Texas, It isthe intention
to make a report before the close of the ses-
sion Il possible.

In the mass of documents from Governor
Holden recently submitted to the Senate, laa
letter from Colonel Hunt, who, in July 1870,
was assigned to command of the District of
North Carolina. He says, under date of Fort
Adams, R. 1., January 2, 1871, alluding to in-
guiries ns to murders and outrages committed
by disloyal organizations, for political pur-
poses, that he heard of none such while he was
in the State, Of those which oceurred pre-
vious to his assuming command, that which
created the most excltement was the mur-
der of Mr. Stevens, & Statn senator. He
adds: “Evidence of the exlstence of such
organizations in both political partles was
produced. Nearly all the cases inquired Into
proved, however, that other than political
purposes were effected through the facillties
afforded by these organizatlons, whose macni-
nery was used to punlsh theft, burglary,
Insnlts to women and other offences In no way
connected with polities; In flne, their prinegl-
pal business seemed to be to do the work
neually performed by regulators and vigilance
committees. The crimes were bad enough in
themselves, but in the bitterness of party feel-
Ing they were greatly exaggerated and mis-
represented, and attributed to the political
parties as such. To what extent murders and
outrages were committed for political pur-
poses, I am not in & position to state, for
when the Leglslature passed laws to punish
the members of secret organizations, they
were, Lo a great extent, if not wholly dissolv-
ed, and this was before I assumed command
of the district.”

LETTER FROM WASHINGTON.

Grant to be Atltacked by & New Grade
of OMce-seckers=The War Among the
Virginia Radleals—Negro Delegations
on the Rampage—Another Investigat-
ing Commlttee, &c,

WASHINGTON, January 18,

The administration is about to encounter a
difficulty, which the President never thought
within the limits of reason, and which the
dominant politicians in the Radlcul organiza-
tion have perslstently scouted as & libel upon
the strength of the party. It {8 no more nor less
than the serlous work of providing bread and
batter for the brizade of Radical members of
the House, who have been elther the victims
of Democratic majorities, or have been made
to stand aside by ungrateful constituencles in
favor of newer etatesmen.(?) Every man who
goesont wears, in imagination, the laurela of
long sod enrnest suppert of Presldent
Grant. They have vaunted his pgreatness
from thg stump and from thelr geats
in the House of Representatives and
Benate, with amazing indifference Lo
actual facts, and now that they are to be
thrust into the cold world, shorn of leglslative

emoluments, they ask for *‘Justice.” This
condition of matters is dreaded by the party
leaders, as they koow It will culminate in
angry dissenslons, If these individuals must
have office, somebody must be turned out,
Grant has been rather unconcerned over their
cominz miserles, but Is waking up to the seri-
ous situation. His frlends think the best solu-
tion of the trouble will be to let those who
have falled Lo Le renominaled take care of
themselves, trusting more Lo showing favors
to Lhuse coming In than to taking care of
“dend ducks.”

There has been much solicitude in political
circies over Pennsylvanin, Marylund and Geor-
yla, and now the Radical representutives in
Congress, from Virginia, are exhibling thelr
alurm abont the future of that Siate. They
nave frequently assured the Preeident that Lthe
prebabilities of the Old Dominton keeping
step to Radical mnsic were In the highest ex-
tent ﬂuuerin%'; but within a few weeks they
are wavering in thelr fulth, and some of them
are expressing disgust with political life and
want Lo retire.
